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• The Big Sandy valley is entitled to 
better passenger service than II in get- 
ting from the C. & O. railroad. We 
are paying the same high rate for rid- 
ing In dilapidated and antiiiuuted 
coaches as people pay on the main 
lines for comfortable and sanitary ac- 
' commodations. One chair car Is at- 
teached to each train, with a mini- 
mum extra charge of 76 cents. The 
passenger traffic is so heavy on the 
Big Sandy division that often many 
passengers are compelled to stand in 
the aisles. The same fare la collected 
from them. As beforo Btated in these 
columns the Big Sandy division is one 
of the most profitable sections of the 
C. & O. system, yet we never have had 
equipment in keeping with this condi- 
tion.

There Is another phase of the rail- 
road situation about which we are be- 
ginning to hear a considerable amount 
of talk and criticism. It Is said that 
some of the train crews handle their 
work In such a way as to give them 
all the overtime possible, because they 
receive time-and-a-half for overtime. 
Wie have inquired into the details of 
this practice and have acquired Infor- 
mation aa to some of the methods 
used. The public suffers because oth- 
er trains than those directly Involved 
arc delayed. The cost of transporta- 
tion Is increased and higher rates for 
freight and passengers are sustained 
upon the showing made. Railroad 
men are serving the public and should 
do their work efliciently and conscien- 
tiously. Some of them do give this 
kind of service and they are to be 
commended for It. Some way should 
be found to stop the abuses, because 
the Innocent and somewhat helpless 
public pays in the end. 




The CourJcr-JournaJ is making an 
MMftt.-a'nd consistent fight to Insure 
business man for Governor instead 
of the usual, professional politician 
and chronic office seeker.

JAPANESE DENIED I 
CITIZENSHIP 

United States Supreme 
Court Decides They Arc 
Not White. 



Washington, Nov. 13.— Japanese are 
not of the "white" race and under fed- 
eral laws are not entitled to eitlxen- 
shlp by naturalization, the United 
States Supreme Court today decided. 

The opinion of the court sets at rest 
a vigorously contested dispute which 
arose on the Pacitic coast and lias 
waged there for years. 

Associate Justloe Sutherland deliv- 
ered the decision of the court, it le'lng 
his first opinion since becoming a 
member of the court. 

The Supreme Court held that the 
federal statute limiting cttlaenship to 
free white persons and African:-. 
those of African descent, had not been 
repealed or modified by any subse- 
quent legislation and that Japanese 
:»re not of the Caucasion race. Til - 
court affirmed a decision by Washing- 
ton State courts holding this opinion. 

Decision as to the "oolor" of a Jap- 
anese and eligibility to naturalization 
as a citizen of the United States un- 
der a federal statute limiting natural- 
ization to white persona and Africans 
or those of African descent was asked 
of the United States Supreme Court 
in the appealed cases of Tnk.in Oz.iw.l 
of Honolulu and Yamashita, of Wash- 
ington State. These cases have at- 
tracted much attention, especially on 
the Pacific coast where the Japanese 
question Is acute. 

Ozawa contended he was entitled i" 
citizenship because he is white and 
had molded his life according to Amer- 
ican ideals anil customs. He began his 
fight for citizenship before the United 
States court in Hawaii several years 
ago, hut his contention was denied By 
this court and by the federal circuit 
court of appeals in California. Ozawa 
went to Hawaii when a young man and 
was . educated at American public 
schools. He married and his children 
are being educated as Americans, and 
ire American citizens.
